Attempts have been made in recent 
'years to give impetus to the fishing 
industry along the coast.

Ireland’s north coast, shared by 
counties belonging to the state of 
Northern Ireland and by territory 
of the Irish Free State is a pictur¬ 
esque portion of the Emerald Isle. 
Parts of the region have been bones 
of contention between the two states, 
and the fortner Ulster countigs of 
Monoghon, Donegal and Cavan have 
been added to the Free State 

Ulster, in the northeastern cornet 
of the island, is in the odd position 
of being a part of Ireland which is 
in large part not Irish. Three 
hundred years ago the British 
King, James I, with the desire to 
Anglicize a part of Ireland, decided 
to "plant” a colony of English 
and Scotch. What is known as the 
Ulster Plantion followed. 

The orignal plan of the king was 
to have English settlers dominant in 
Ulster; but he also permitted the 
Scotch to participate. English set¬ 
tlers were not easily interested,
